One of the most remarkable of the 
bot springs in the Yellowstone Na­ 
tional park is Firehole lake, in which 
flames seem to appear in the water. 
These flames are seen from only two 
points, and should the wind be causing 
a disturbance of the wuter the tourist 
may not see them at alt 
At the east­ 
ern end of this small lake is a circular 
opening of a deep seated spring not 
unlike other vents of thermal waters. 
Through 
this 
vent, 
which 
usually 
stands full of clear, transparent water, 
numerous bubbles of mingled air and 
superheated steam rise gradually. 
Be­ 
fore reaching the surface they unite to 
form oue large mass that in its upward 
passage strikingly resembles a Hallie 
of fire. 
This continues until the bub 
hie bursts, only to be followed by n 
repetition of the phenomenon. 
The 
explanation is that the slightly agi 
tated water Is reflected In the thin 
film of the ascending volume of gas 
The phenomena are far better seen at 
Firehole luke than elsewhere, but un­ 
der favorable conditions they may la- 
seen at other localities, but In a tar 
less striking manner.

Railway Man Has Totem Pole Willed 
to Him by an Alaskan Chief. 
There has been Installed in a con­ 
spicuous place beside the door of the 
Great Northern railway office. 1184 
Broadway. New York, a totem pole, 
an heirloom of one of the oldest Alas­ 
kan families. It was willed to General 
Agent Lounsbery by Chief Koynkuk of 
the Lnckshkeak clan of the Ilaida 
trifle.

There are, or were, four large and 
important tribes iu Alaska, the names 
of which in the T.simsbeam language 
are Kishpoot-wadda, having for sym­ 
bols the finback whale in the sea. the 
grizzly bear on land. the grouse in the 
air and sun and stars. The next clan, 
known as the Canadda, have for sym­ 
bols the frog, the raven, the starfish and 
the bullhead. 
The Lacheboo had the 
heron and the grizzly bear for totems. 
and the Lackshkeak. the eagle, beaver 
and the halibut 
The Indians point back to a remote 
age when their ancestors lived in a 
beautiful land where, in a mysterious 
manner, the mythical creatures whose 
symbols they retain revealed them­ 
selves to the heads of the families of 
that day. 
They relate the traditional 
story of an overwhelming flood \vhh»h 
spread death and destruction. 
Those 
who escaped in canoes were scattered 
In every direction on the face of the 
waters, and where they found them­ 
selves after the flood had subsided 
there they staked out 
pre-emption 
claims and formed new tribal associa­ 
tions. 
Thus it was that persons re­ 
lated by blood were widely separated 
from each other.
